they did in the P2ophets times, with 
lame ſacriſices, hauing ſeruedſirſt our 
ſelues,⁊ as they did in their ſolemne 
faſts: Me bowe down our heads like 
Bull ruſhes, and perhaps haue toꝛn 
garmentfes , wee put on the counte⸗ 
nance of ſoꝛrowe, and our faces are 
not annointed: but there is in vs no 
ſo2rowy leadꝛth to repentaunte, noꝛ 
hearty turning vnto our God.
